We are sur- 
rounded with 80 many comforts and go 
through lite with such little effort, com- 
pared v. itli the hardships and trials which 
beset our parents' pal.hs that we have 
r:i>cne to think that all attainments must 
be made easy. And as a first Btep in this 
procuss we are trying to coat (-duration 
with sugar, and, if t.'ie youth will not 
then reach out ior the pill, to force it 
down his throat. 


At first thought we are itpt to assume 


that this BjHleinof bringing school train- 
ing to our very doors, where in former 
times the people were content m many 
c,ises to educate themselves, should re- 
sult in the production ot sui>erior intel- 
lects. 
But you cannot coax from the 


seed what is not in the seed, and, on the 
other bami, unless the obstacles to be 
overcome are too momentous, tbe germ 
ot the ?eeil will dovflop without extra- 
ordinaiy assistance exactly what power 
is there stored up. Our biiperior public 
schools and higher institutions of iftarn- 
ng are turning ont a cieater number of 
well-educated and tiaine-d men and wo- 
men, but they are not jnoduciiig greater 
intellects than ttie world ba-i evoi se*in. 


This, however, is a result which is prov- 


ing of great good to tLu country, and is 
in itself a good excuse for Die extension 
of the pubiic school system so a^ to in- 
clude country iu^li schools, a c'lance 
which is now being much 
agitated. 


Uuputy.Secretary Hamilton, with an eye 
iver alert tor the interests nf IIH own 
Aaiicnltiiral Department, makesauother 
plea for the township high school, which 
he thinkscnutains the best lOisnn for its 
establishment. lie ponitg out the ten- 
dency of population to migrate from the 
country to the city, and assigns as the 
cause for this the hick of educational ad- 
vantages in the, country districts. Jle 
sees the time, unless the country low 
guide school is supplemented by the 
liigh school, whan the agricultural dis- 
tricts will be denuded of population to 
an extent that will be dangerous to the 


iommonw'-alth. 
Undoubtedly one nf the greatest dan- 


gers of the times is the centralisation of 
population, but there are causes other 
than the lack of educational .i-lvatitages 
that conspire to this end 
M"re com- 


fortable bornys with conveniences not at- 
tainable iu the country, easier and cheap- 
er means ot moving from one place to 
another, places < f amusement, bBUe.r ac- 
cess to churches, but above all increased 
business oppoituuities, are luring the 
youth from the country to the big cities. 


However, these advantages cannot be 


moved to tbe country, aud Professor 
Hamilton thinks tbe high tcbool can. If 
the township high school uiU assist, even 
in a small degree, iu keeping the farmer 
boy to the plow, it is worth while giving 
the new departure, in our school s)slem 
a tiial.—Phila,. Times

Wool, the 
aw material ot manufacture, is taken 
rom the free list at the bidding of the 
Ohio wool-growers and of the sheep- 
aisiup States of the West, where the 
ree-silver sentiment most, strongly pre- 
vails. The duties to be imposed on nn- 
xirtfd wools are understood to l>e sop to 
he free-silver Cerberus. 
Meanwhile, as 


Mr. Dingley himself explains, the injury 
which will be thus inflicted upon the 
loolen manufacturing interest in this 
ountry requires that by way ot compen- 
atioii there should be a corresponding 
ncrease made in the rale of duties upon 
,11 sorts of woolen manufactured abroad. 


To such an extent, is this solicitude for 
he wool-growing interest shown thai, 
veu "degras," or "brown wool-grease," 
s it is called, made from the washings

POTATO GROWING. 


SOME 
INTERESTING 
EXPERIMENTS 


MADE—THE EFFECT OF FERTILIZERS 
—IMPORTANCE OF PRESERVING THE 
FERTILITY 
OF 
THE 
LAND 
FRO3 


WHICH THIS CKOP IS TAKEN—TUP 
QUESTION OF PROFIT. 


The low price of potatoes the past two 


seasons shows that there is a liability of 
the supply being greater than the de- 
mand during any year, and that there is 
no staple crop grown that can be made 
a specialty with the expectation of de- 
riving therefrom extra high prices com- 
pared with other crops. Potatoes are 
largely used on the farms, however, and 
1'Ut a portion of the crop ia marketed 
If the use of improved machinery lessens 
the labor required for the crop the prices 
will be lowered accordini?ly, and it 13 
only when drought, disease or injurj 
from insects reduce the yields that prices 
approach $1 per bushel. Potatoes have 
sold in some sections at 5 cents per uush- 
el during the past two years. Aa im- 
portant point in growing potatoes, even 
when prices are low, is to secure a 
rrop without depriving the laud of fer- 
tility. As long as the soil loses no plant 
food, and the cost of labor is not greatet 
than the value of the crop in market, the 
farmer can grow potatoes to be used tor 
stock, they serve admirably as <m ad- 
junct to giain and hay in ttie wmtt-r sea- 
son, and provide an excellent rotation 
among the crops in assisting to clear the 
land of weeds, due to the thorough culti- 
vation necessary in order to meet with 
success in growing them. 


APPLICATION OF FERTILIZERS. 


In the use of large amounts of fertiliz- 


ers a point can be reached at which the 
farmer must wait for the second year be- 
fore he can realize on his investment in 
fertilizer. At the Geneva experiment 
station the application of 1000 pounds ol 
lertilizer increased the proportion of 
marketable potatoes 48} bushels over the 
yield upon land having no fertilizer, and 
enough fertilizer was retained in the soil 
to give an increase of about 30± bushels 
the next year, the total for the two yeats 
being 88 bushels gain over the uortnal. 
On land upon which 2000 pounds of fer- 
tilizer per acre haa been applied the yield 
was about 4i bushels more than when 
1000 pounds were used and a gain the 
next year of a fraction over 14 bushels, 
the total for the two years being IS} 
bushels more than the increase from 1000 
pounds. The use of 2000 pounds shows 
that if too much fertilizer is used the 
farmer must wait two or more years iu 
order to derive full benefit therefrom, 
which is equivalent to so much capital 
invested for the future, but upon which 
he cannot immediately realize. 
The 


crop can only appropriate a sufficiency, 
and, while it is advisable to use a full 
supply of fertilizer, it is not best to use 
an excess, which is liable to remain un- 
used in the soil. 


COST OK THE TEBTILlZKliS. 


The average cost of the 1000 pounds of 


fertilizer was $18 37 and of the 2000 
pounds $32 71 
One thousand pounds of 


fertilizer contained 36 4 pounds of nitro- 
gen, 70 9 pounds of available phosphoric 
acid and 90 c pounds of potash. Esti 
mating the value of the crop at oO cents 
per bushel, the uet gam from 1000 
pounds of fertilizer was $27 .58 for the 
two years, but the net gain from the 
2000 pounds was $7 12 less th.in from 
1000 pounds, due to greater expenditure 
for the larger quantity. The yield of 
potatoes on land that received no ferti 
lizer was 126 bushels (fractions omitted) 
of marketable tubers and 24 bushels of 
culls. From the 1000 pounds of fertili- 
zer the yield was 174 bushels and 18 
bushels of culls. Ou the hind that le- 
ceived 2000 pounds the yield was 179 
bushels and 15 bushels of culls. The 
next year only S.> bushels of marketable 
potatoes and 28 bushels of culls were 
taken from the land that received no 
fertilizer, while from the land upon 
which 1000 pounds of fertilizers had been 
applied the year before the ctop was 12o- 
buahels and 23 bushels of culls, with I(io 
bushels from the land receiving 200(1 
pounds and 21 bushels of culls. One 
point to notice is the great tailing off of 
the crop the second year on the land 
that received no fertilizer at all. This 
loss will have to be supplied or the lane 
will not in the future prove profitable 
but, on the other hand, the tertilizer not 
only increased the yields, but left the 
land in good condition and improved th 
quality of the tubers. The profits de 
pend on the prices for potatoes. 
In esti- 


mating the crop at 50 cents per biislit1 


allowance must be made for location. 
It is safer to use fertilizer, however, in 
order to prevent loss of fertility 111 the 
soil.—Pliilct. Record.

A System of Rotation. 


A writer says in the Country Gentle- 


man: 
A close observation 
of 
the 


various systems of farming practiced 
throughout the country, leads to the 
conclusion that a majority of farmers 
do not realize tbe necessity or the ad van- 
tages of a well planned system of rota- 
tion. 


They are governed too much by the 


prospective money value of crops to be 
grown. Leaving out of count to a great 
extent the condition of tbe land, as to 
loss or added fertility, or the destructive 
'ufluences of insects that often follow 
too continuous cropping, the growths 
tbat nature produces to hide the naked- 
ness of soils constantly teach us tbat 
rotafon is necessary. The destruction 
of crops by insects that feed upon them 
that have acsnmulated by a continua- 
tion of the same crops teaches us that 
rotation is a necessity. The decreasing 
volume of crops grown in succession 
teaches us also tbat the system is ruin- 
ous. Taking the other side of the ques- 
tion, we soon learn that by a system ot 
rotation carried on in regular order, land 
can be kept up and made to improve. 
Three years to corn followed by one or 
two years to small grain crops and then 
three years to grass will not give as good 
returns as a closer rotation, say one year 
to corn, one to small grain, and one to 
grass or clover. By the former plan, 
QOW too often practiced, tbe Qrst crop of 
corn under normal conditions is the best, 
and the same is true of the 01 her crops, 
and the last crop is the poorest. The 
decreased value of a certain crop forces 
the farmer to change to some other. 


Why would it not be better for the 


farmer to follow the hint given iu the 
successful growth of the Best crop after 
a chauge ? And work in that direction 
all the time, making a narrow rotation a 
source of. profit, rather than to be forced 
nto a long rotation by the unprofitable 
yield of crops ? 


It is possible to improve a worn-out 


meadow or pasture by a coat of manure 
and leseediug, but with the wise farmer 
this course is only followed as a make- 
shift or the necessity of circumstances 
and surroundings. Por it is tin accepted 
fact that a better sward can be secured

Strain through a 


sieve. In this wny, a large onion will 
give about two teaspoonfuls of strong 
syrup. This syrup is not unpleasant to 
take; even children will not demur 
Another point in favor of onion" syrup 
(with those who object to the onion be 
cause of its smell) 13 that it will not in 
the least taint the breath. 


Onions shouia not be fried. In that 


way they are hard to digest.

Homo ten or twelve >ttJIS ago, whi-n Sir 
John Luhbock, HIP distniKtilsheil Brit- 
ish naturalist, aiiuouiiced Ilia! alavoritn 
dog uf his had bb«n sullii;i<-nily iniiiatcd 
lino the rnybteries of Ihp KnglMi alpha- 
bet AS to permit him to proppily spell 
short monosjllabic wordo, aud to inter- 
pret these iu a manner so as to convey 
his canine thoughts to his master. In 
brief, by means of cards of a siugle let- 
ter encti, Zip, by bringing them together 
m their proper sequence, would spell out 
the desiied words of his mind—sticli as

bring forth, and which was invariably 
assured. There can hardly i,e a ques- 
tion that the mental operation which de- 
termined the spelling and interpretation 
of the words was identical in kind with 
that which is made the basis of our own 
early comprehension—that which is asso- 
ciated with the learning from letter 
blocks by children-and whether it was 
more in the nature of a memory feat 
than anything else barely affects the 
question. A few minutes Inter equal 
surprise was manifested at the exploits 
of a certain baboon iu South Africa, 
which, on the death of its master—a 
flagman on theNa'al Colony railway- 
performed his services with such regu- 
larity aud precision as to warrant tue re- 
tention of the ape in the employ of the 
railway company until the time of his 
death.
